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A PLEASANT DUTY 


Calling all dentists (who are eligible) to the 71st annual meeting of 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society to be held at the Yorktowne Hotel 
in York on May 2, 3, and 4. No annual meeting was ever headed by a more 
industrious and intelligent group of men. There never has been a more 
balanced program ; you voted for it last autumn and you will find it quite 
to your order. 

Let us consider one essayist, Philip Jay, of Ann Arbor, Michigan. He 
will point out to you what a child’s diet should not contain. In the work of 
Jay and others must lie the solution of the vast amount of dental need 
among the adult population today. In the thousands of words making up 
the report of President Roosevelt’s Interdepartmental Committee to the 
Health Conference held in Washington on July 18, 19, and 20, fifty words 
tell the sad story that it is impossible to plan for more than a bare emergency 
dental service in the proposed National Health Program. 

At a conference subsequently between the governmental authorities 
and the special committee from the A.D.A., the writer summed up the pre- 
sentation, voicing the sentiment of the group that the adult problem can be 
solved only through the children. We also urged large grants for the pur- 
suance of investigations such as those of Philip Jay and other men working 
along similar preventive lines. His group are convinced that the excessive 
consumption of carbohydrates plays a great role in causing dental decay. 

There is an old saying “he was born with a silver spoon in his mouth.” 
Very recently the country has been taken by storm by the clinics and writ- 
ings of Dr. Ray E. Ramaker of Missoula, Montana, who claims that many 
children are born with the finger of the accoucheur in their mouth, causing 
serious mal-occlusions. No child was ever born with a lollypop in its mouth 
but there seems to be a conspiracy on foot in America between the grand- 
parents and aunts and cousins and even a few mothers, to “pop a lollypop” 
into the mouth of every child in the country. Come and be convinced by 
Phil Jay. 

I am writing this en route to Altoona, sitting behind a six-year old (yes, 
in a pullman) who, having just finished a lollypop, is drawing designs on 
the window with the stick. If I had been sitting behind a couple of those 
radio broadcasters who whistle as they orate, then I probably would have 
something to say in the interest of better teeth for the adult. But come to 
the meeting while dental meetings are in vogue. If one believes Doctor 
Fishbein, et al, under the “new order,” there will be no incentive for pro- 
fessional advancement and hence no meetings; but some of us will still 
have our golf. I'll be looking for you at both places in York in May.

SOME ANGLES ON GROUP HEALTH 


Editorial Note: 


The following articles have been released by the A. D. A. news 
service and should be of interest to most of us: 


DOCTOR ATTACKS HEALTH GROUP AS HE RETIRES AS DIRECTOR 


Group Health Association, Inc., the Washington medical co-operative 
which furnished the basic information on which the Department of Justice 
obtained an unfair-trade-practice indictment of the medical profession, 
today lost the services of its director of internal medicine. 





Dr. Richard H. Price, the retiring official, said he was leaving because 
the Association provided “unsatisfactory medical service.” 

Some members of the Association, Dr. Price complained, were com- 
pelled to wait as long as a week to see a doctor whom they should see at 
once. Others were required to wait too long for major operations which 
were promised to them. In general, the members are “treated like a herd of 
sheep,” he said, instead of getting the kind of service available to private 
patients of physicians. 

Dr. Price, who has been with the Group Health Association for more 
than one year, also noted his displeasure with the Association’s practice of 
sending various doctors to see the same patients in their homes. Often, he 
said, the doctor making the call knew nothing of the case history and the 
patient could not be as confident of recovery as he would be if the same 
physician treated him regularly. 


William C. Kirkpatrick, president of the Association, expressed both 
surprise and disappointment at Dr. Price’s decision to leave. He said the 
governing board had been given no notice of the director’s intention to 
resign. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick denied Association members were “herded like sheep” 
or that delay in seeing a doctor was general. He conceded that patients oc- 
casionally might have to wait when they insisted upon seeing a certain 
doctor, but said if they were willing to consult with another they were ac- 
commodated immediately and never were “turned out in the cold.” 


The President of the co-operative said some delay in performing prom- 
ised major operations had occurred, as charged, because of lack of hos- 
pital facilities, but denied that any emergency cases had been postponed. 
He said all promised operations would be provided as soon as the Asso- 
ciation could arrange it. 


To the criticism that the Association frequently changes physicians 
attending patients in their homes, Mr. Kirkpatrick said: 
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“That is true, and unless you have doctors working twenty-four hours 
a day it will continue to be true.” 

The President explained that night calls are “staggered” and that fre- 
quently a call is made by a physician who has not previously treated the 
case to which he is sent. Usually the doctor who saw the patient in the 
clinic is sent on the home case, he said, but it is not always possible to make 
this arrangement.

“PHYSICIANS’ SERVICE” OFFERS HEALTH PLAN 

California Physicians’ Service was officially adopted yesterday as the 
name of the non-profit health insurance corporation sponsored by the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association but to operate independent of the Association. 

The name was adopted yesterday at a meeting here of the council of 
the Association, authorized to launch the new medical project. 

At the meeting seven trustees were selected to have active supervision 
of the service. 

These trustees will meet soon and choose officers, either from among 
themselves or otherwise. 

Headquarters of the California Physicians’ Service will be in San 
Francisco. 

About 50 non-medical persons, representing various groups, will also 
be invited to join the general administrative membership. 

Articles of incorporation will be filed with the Secretary of State, 
possibly some time this week, but it will be approximately two months be- 
fore the new organization will be in shape to write contracts, according to 
Dr. Kelly. 

Among the general citizenry of the State, only employed groups will be 
accepted at first and individuals will have to wait until the risk has been 
lowered by the signing up of appreciable numbers of these groups. 

The aim of the service is to provide medical and hospital care for low 
income groups for monthly fees on a sliding basis in accordance with indi- 
vidual income. The plan contemplates the care of indigents under agree- 
ment with city, county, State and Federal authorities.

American dentistry has long prided itself on leadership in the restora- 
tive phase of practice, and justly so. However, it has too long stood in awe 
of foreign scientists who have from time to time come to our shores advanc- 
ing their respective theories which were largely accepted without critical 
analysis only to see many of them discarded as time and trial proved them 
fallacious. Of late years many of our own research workers have been 
enriching scientific knowledge with regard to dentistry. But these have in 
the past received scant attention and little encouragement from the practi- 
tioners of our profession. The lack of interest evinced by the average prac- 
ticing dentist in the research activities of his profession has been generally 
recognized and deeply deplored by those concerned with scientific progress. 


That a change in the aforementioned lackadaisical attitude to dental 
research is now in progress is evidenced by the fact that the Journal of 
Dental Research, too long the burden of W. J. Gies, the man responsible 
for its founding, although we are more than certain that he has never con- 
sidered it such, is now being provided to dentists on a straight individual 
subscription basis. Two types of subscriptions are offered; one a regular 
for $4.00 and the other a sustaining for $10.00. The names of sustaining 
subscribers were published in the December, 1938, issue of the Journal of 
Dental Research., 


At the same time the “William J. Gies Endowment Fund for the 
Journal of Dental Research,” organized some twenty years ago by Arthur 
H. Merritt, is now well underway. The purpose of the Fund is to place the 
Journal on an independent self-supporting basis. Endowment subscriptions 
of $25.00 may be transferred to life subscriptions on the completion of pay- 
ment of $100. 


Lately additional evidence of the growing interest in research and the 
basic sciences of their profession by dentists in everyday practice has come 
with the publication of a book which deserves more than passing notice., 
The fact that a book of such outstanding scientific merit has been published 
for dentists as a necessity to modern dental practice is in itself an expres- 
sion of confidence in the scientific awareness of American Dentistry. It is 
trite to say that a river never flows higher than its source.

Foca INFECTION : QUARTER CENTURY SURVEY 
Frank Billings Lecture

Editorial Note: 
This abstract, scheduled for the March issue, was delayed by illness until 

too late for insertion. 

In the passing of a quarter of a century since Billings contributed his 
classical article “Chronic Focal Infections and their Etiological Relations 
to Arthritis and Nephritis,” some rather controversial discussion of this 
concept has been presented. A survey of this theory seems timely at this 
time. 

“a circumscribed area of 
tissue infected with pathogenic micro-organisms” and said that the term 
focal infection implied (1) that such a focus of lesion existed, (2) that the 
infection was of bacterial nature and (3) that as such it was capable of 


sillings described the focus of infection as 


dissemination resulting in systemic infection or infection of other contigu- 
ous or noncontiguous parts. The focus might be located anywhere in the 
body and was usually in the head in the form of an alveolar abscess, a deep 
tonsillar or peritonsillar abscess or a chronic sinusitis. Billings and his co- 
workers recorded their clinical observations on chronic, low grade, often 
symptomless infections and correlated their findings with animal experi- 
mentation. Many interesting experiments followed the original presenta- 
tion of Billings, particularly the brilliant work of Rosenow, Haden, Holman 
and others. 

One of the more recent, carefully controlled experimental investiga- 
tions supporting the concept of focal infection was published by Jones and 
Newsom in 1932. The problems discussed were (1) the relationship if any, 
between experimentally produced focal (dental) infection, and cardiac 
hypertrophy in dogs (2) the relative effects of exercise on the hearts of 
infected and non-infected dogs (3) the reliability of the various means of 
expressing cardiac hypertrophy and (4) other pathologic changes, cardiac 
and extracardiac, found in the experimental animals. 

In this work the pulp chamber of 12 dogs were inoculated and as a 
control 12 dogs were selected whose pulp chambers were not inoculated. 
The inoculated and control dogs were subjected to the same treatment, 
stresses and strain. The inoculated dogs showed more fatigue, lost weight 
more rapidly and the average duration of life was shorter than the non- 
inoculated dogs. The results were summarized as follows—1. Dental ab- 
scesses were demonstrated in all inoculated dogs. 2. The hearts of the in- 
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oculated dogs all showed pathologic lesions. 3. A positive relationship 
between experimentally produced focal dental infection and cardiac hyper- 
trophy was noted. 4. Stress and strain in the absence of focal infection 
did not affect the gross or microscopic characteristics of the heart. 


More recently an interesting clinical and experimental study of 200 
cases of rheumatoid arthritis was presented by Cecil and Angevine with 
special reference to the incidence of focal infection. The sedimentation 
rate was accelerated in 93% of the cases. The agglutination reaction with 
a strain of hemolytic streptococcus was strongly positive in 65 per cent.* 

An analysis of critical clinical observations in great numbers by Ken- 
nedy in neurology, MacCallan in ocular disease, Ayers and Anderson in 
dermatology, and Weiss in cases of subacute bacterial endocarditis seems 
to lend fullest support to the dictum spoken by Billings in 1932: “Focal 
infection as an etiologic factor of general disease is now an established 
pathological principle.”

Argane and Broad report the use of pentothz] combined with N,o and 
O anesthesia in 236 cases. The condition of the patients was better than 
after any form of general anesthesia. The advantages are rapid and pleas- 
ant induction and quiet breathing. This combination of anesthesia should 
be attempted only by those already familiar with the use of pentothal.

ImMprRovED Metnuop oF Lip FIXATION FOR HARELIP AND OTIIER DEFECTS 
By E. C. Ebert and R. C. Boyden 

The authors report treating a large number of cases of congenital de- 
formities of the lip by the following technic: Fixation is accomplished by 
impaling the lip on an ordinary wooden tongue depressor with heavy com- 
mon bankers pins. Closure lines having been marked out, the incision is 
made along these lines. A new sterile razor blade held in a curved hemostat 
is preferred by the authors. The edges of the lip segments are brought 
into place and held by an assistant while the operator places the sutures. 


The advantages claimed are exceptionally satisfactory cosmetic and 
functional results.

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TREATMENT OF RHEUMATOID ARTHRITIS WITH A NEw GOLD SALT 
By S. J. Hartfall 


Fifty cases of rheumatoid arthritis were treated by Hartfall and his 
colleagues using methyl glucamide of aurothiodiglycollic acid having a 50% 
gold content. The dosage has been half of that previously used with other 
gold preparations but the curative results have been equalled or surpassed. 
Toxic reactions occurred in a fourth of the patients.

STUDIES IN MONGOLISM: I. GROWTH AND PHysIcAL DEVELOPMENT 
By C. E. Benda 

Benda finds, after the clinical examination of 120 persons with mon- 
golism, that the condition is present at birth. The influence which leads to 
this condition is predominant during the prenatal period. After birth, de- 
velopment is remarkably retarded. If the mongoloid child survives the first 
few years, he is usually underweight in early life. He adjusts himself fairly 
well to biologic conditions of life. Growth is slow, increase in height ceases 
early, and usually ceases entirely after the fifteenth year. 

The mongoloid skull is not microcephalic at birth but shows lack of 
growth, and after six months all mongoloid children appear microcephalic. 
*n mongolism there is early ossification even if rickets accompanies the 
condition. The mongoloid appearance is due to a peculiar formation of 
the skull. (From Archives of Neurology and Psychiatry, 41 :83, Jan., 1939.) 


Tue Use or Hyprocuoric Acip In CERTAIN CASES OF ATROPHY 
AND DELAYED CALCIFICATION IN FRACTURED BONES 
In eight cases of fracture with excessive occeous atrophy and delayed 
calcification, Cornell and his colleagues observed reduced gastric acidity. 
Five of these cases were treated by the addition of hydrochloric acid to a 
diet high in calcium and vitamins. The cases so treated showed improved 
calcification of the bone.

Fossi. Tooth From CREATURE LINKING MAN anp Ape FouND 

A fossil tooth, exceedingly well preserved, has been found in the 
Sterkfontein district of South Africa. It promises to furnish another im- 
portant liik between man and the ape. This is reported by Professor Mid- 
dleton Shaw, head of the dental department of Witwatersrand University, 
and serves to strengthen the researches of Dr. Robert Broom. 

“A single tooth may appear to be very inadequate evidence upon which 
to base conclusions,” Professor Shaw said, “but many important extinct 
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forms are known only from a single tooth. Moreover, the present speci- 
men is beautifully preserved and its characters are so distinctive that 
there is adequate evidence that it belongs either to a man or a man-like ape 
closely allied to, if not identical with, the man-ape of which remains have 
recently been discovered at Sterkfontein by Dr. Robert Broom. 

“A detailed report on the tooth will appear in due course, but in the 
meantime I am prepared to state that the discovery confirms the view that 
the man-apes which once inhabited the Sterkfontein district were closely 
related to the ancestors of modern man, and in fact, so far as the teeth are 
concerned were hardly distinguishable from primitive modern man. 

“The age of the new Sterkfontein specimen is probably between 50,000 
and 100,000 years. The rock in which the specimen was discovered was 
found near the Sterkfontein caves by Dr. Julius Statz and given by him to 
Professor Shaw.” (From Science 89 :2304, Feb. 24, 1939. Suppl. p. 6.)
